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DETAILED ACTION 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4,6-8, drawn to n-phenyl-2-pyrimidine-amine compounds and 
compositions thereof, classified in class 544, subclass 1. 

II. Claim 5, drawn to preparation of n-phenyl-2-pyrimidine compounds, 
classified in class 544, subclass 1 . 

III. Claim 9, drawn to treatment method using n-phenyl-2-pyrimidine 
compounds, classified in class 514, subclass 256. 

Inventions II and III are related as process of making and process of using the 
product. The use as claimed cannot be practiced with a materially different product. 
Since the product is not allowable, restriction is proper between said method of making 
and method of using. The product claim will be examined along with the elected 
invention (MPEP § 806.05(i)). 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be made by another process. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
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process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process for 
using the product can be practiced with another product. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Groups l-lll are different, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Attorney O'Day on 8/2/04 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of I, claim 1-4,6-8. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 5 and 9 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Netzer 
et al (US 20030028673 or 10/337,261; 02/02/04). Netzer teaches the instant compound 
of formula 1 where R1 = 3-pyridyl, R3 = R4 = R5 = R7 = H, R8 = Me, R6 = hydoxy 
piperazinyl (monocyclic 6-membered ring with 2 nitrogen atoms). Netzer teaches that a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising the instant compound of formula 1 is 
administered orally. See Netzer's specification pages 8 and 20. 
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Claim Objection 

Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not teach or suggest the 
instant compounds where R9 is piperidine, 4-methylhomopiperazine or 4- 
methylpiperazine.
